glowing embers. 


Every home in the little village 


lias been pressed into service either 
as 'a morgue or as a hospital 1i 
care for those trampled in the panic 
which followed the cry of "fire" or 
who w*re bruised in leaping to safe- 
ty from windows 
on the second 


floor. 


Homes of 
ihe peaceful 
rural 


community 
were

houses «f horror by the agony of the 
injured. 
Sonui ' suffered 
broken 


backs in their daring leaps from the 
building while others, including wo- 
men and children were battered andl 
broken by 1he crush at ihe door of 
the school house wJien the audience, 
mad with fright, sought to escape. 


The pitiful piles of bones and 


burned flesh gathered today, rep- 
resent twenty- percent of the total 
population of Cleveland townspeople. 
Practically all of the whits popula- 
tion about Cleveland want to the 
school last night for the enter- 
tainment and the last census of tho 
Imvuship showed 490 
inhabitants

The fire gave a grim point to the 


play which amateur actors taken 
from the school students, was giv- 
in<r. 
The play wa.s called "Topsy 


Turvy."' It was a farce comedy and 
kept the audience in an uproar, ot 
mirth up until the time of the ex- 
plosion of the lamp, which turned 
the entertainment into a tragedy.

over when, according to stories told 
by survivors, a kerosene lamp "sus- 
pended 
from a 
hook fell with a 


crash. 
The hook was believed to 


have been loose and the vibration uf 
the big crowd in the biiildign jarred 
the lamp to the floor.

children.*' Instantly tjiu-re. was a 
panic and amid the screams of the 
crazed victims of the explosion the 
rest of the audience dashed for the 
stairway and exit.
